Where the newspapers in the United States consider j e">wmt disposition w disbelieve the 


themselves outraged, is due to the report that the Canadian °tlen-h«'"> t"ei"-v timl 
mills are selling paper in Australia. England and other Brit- 
ish territory delivered for less than the price at the 'mill to 
American newspapers just across the border. 


The American press is objecting to two things: First. 


the British policy of favoring countries under their flag; and 
second, the attempt io make all of the Canadian mills', weak 
or strong, .show a profit. It was for this latter purpose thai; 
the Newsprint Institute was probably organized, and in this 
respect is .no different from the first industrial trusts in the 
United States. However, it is unlikely that the United 
States, which bars trusts inside its borders, will permit such 
.a flagrant restraint of trade next door1 without retaliating. 


Tlie issue is of general interest to newspaper readers, 


,since it may have a direct bearing on the future tariff rates 
••on paper. As the fight affects every newspaper published in 
the United States, it is certain to be put up to congress unless 
private officials of the Canadian mills and representatives-1 of 
the American publishers are ablt- to come to terms.
